(U)  Per  Ref  tel,  Charg,  in  coordination  with  Australian  High 
Commissioner,  sent  invitation  letter  to  Dato  Eusoff  Agaki,  Deputy 
Minister,  Prime  Minister's  Office  encouraging  Brunei's  participation 
in  the  Regional  Proliferation  Security  Initiative  (PSI)  workshop  to 
be  held  in  Sydney.  Working  closely  with  the  Australian  High 
Commissioner,  Embassy  Brunei  is  pleased  to  report  that  the 
Government  of  Brunei  (GoB)  has  nominated  four  representatives  to 
attend  the  PSI  workshop.  Brunei's  participants  include  members  of 
the  Royal  Brunei  Police  Force,  National  Security  Committee,  and 
Internal  Security  Department.  Embassy  Brunei  is  working  directly 
with  FBI  points  of  contact  to  finalize  logistical  arrangements  for 
Brunei's  participants.
